DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed pubhcation in this or a foreign country or in pubUc use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of appHcation for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Berger et al for 
the reasons presented in paragraph 2) of the previous Office action. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments filed 8/20/03 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicant argues that the reference does not disclose that the deflection rollers 
absorb transverse stresses and thus do not anticipate or imply similar functionality. However, if 
a claimed element is identical to v^hat is shown in the prior art and is used in the same way, as in 
Berger et al, then whatever function that that claimed element performs would inherently be 
performed by the prior art element. See In Re Best, 562 F.2d 1252, 1254, 195 USPQ 430, 433 
(CCPA 1977), MPEP 2112. 

It is further to be emphasized that the shape of the strip is the same in Berger et al as it is 
in apphcant's device, and that the deflection rollers 23, 26 are brought into engagement with the 
strip proximate the measuring rollers 21 and 27. Applicants have not attributed any structural 
difference of their partitioning roller as compared to that of Berger et al that could possibly 
function in a different manner.
